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Ross Stanley Sheppard was born November 
22, 1888 in Belhaven, Ontario. He was a diligent 
student who excelled in track and field. While attend- 
ing the University of Toronto he won acclaim as a foot- 
ball player and sprinter. He was a brilliant scholar and 
graduated with an honors standing. He was also awarded 
the Royal Astronomical Society Gold Medal in Physics and a 
fellowship at the University of California. In 1909 he successful- 
ly obtained a summer teaching position at Meeting Creek 
Alberta. He was known as being a good teacher and a firm disci- 
plinarian but students and parents remembered him for his ability as 
a sprinter. Ross Sheppard entered may competitions at sport meets 
and picnics and sometimes he was pitted against race horses, which he 
invariably beat. In 1961, in recognition of his athletic prowess, Ross 
Sheppard's name was entered into the Edmonton and Alberta Sports Hall 
of Fame. In 1924, at the age of 36, he represented Canada at the Paris 
Olympics in the hop-step-and-jump event. Although he did not win a medal, his 
performance was certainly creditable. 

In 1920 he became principal at Strathcona Collegiate Institute, where he remained 

for 18 years. In 1938 he was appointed Assistant Superintendent of Schools and 2 years 
later he became Superintendent of Schools. Ross Sheppard retired in 1955 and in 1957 a 
new high school bearing his name was opened. This was a fitting tribute to an educator who 
had served as‘a teacher, principal and superintendent for 42 years. 
Ross Sheppard passed away in 1961.
